In trath, Isat evening aod yesterday aflernoon
fnoluded two or three dramatic even's aboni
which |t may not be out of place to sav some-
thieg, Im the firat place Mrs, Lander appearad
at the Broad way Theatre as “Queen Elizabeth,
supported by the Mr. J. H, Taylor, who, ns the
flarl of Kssex." has worthily won great popu-
larity., In the second plwce, Miss Magele
Mitchell opened Wood's Muoseum in  the
evening with the new play of Lore'ei, the
musenm having previonsly been npened, how
ever, hy the Galton opera bouffe company, &'
two o'clock, In two Offenbachian vaudevilles,
for they are scarcely better, Thess operetas |
did not hear, and contrquently cannot speak ol
them, bot Mr, Barnum made & speech, the sub-
stance of whioch was a repetitvion of what b
has lately been publishing in cards, i support
ol bis swcoessor, Mr. Wood, Itis nnderswood
that P. T. Barnum s the bark-boue of the
establishment in short, and that he bas enongh
backbone of his own left to hombug the public
through another ball century and then publish
a book informing bis réadera what fools they
were. Brerything that waa left out of the fire
in Barnum's late tumble-down shanty, has
found its apprepriate place In Wood's Museum,
Ot this establishment ] bavo not & word 10 say
in disparagement now thet it le tarped toso
legitimate a wuse, Its chelves are by no
means »s0 full of mnatural and artificial
ourlosities as they might be, bat then, a new
measure is hardly expected to be plethoric in
this respect. The bmlding began s career a
littie more than & year ago, namely, on June 17,
1867, as Banvard’s Opera House, opening with
Jenny Lind and A Hushand jor an Hour, The
preity little thea'ro was attached to it=it's a
wonder Mr, Barnum didn’t insist on ita being
called a ‘“‘lecture-room,"” ounly people are not so
prudish here as they are in apother oty that
ghall be nameless—is & greater improvement
upon the old one than can be imagined. As for
the play of Lorelei, when I say that it is Fan-
chon and Lilt'e Barefoo! both put together
under apother title, I give as graphic a de-

scrip'ion of ii as 1 am able, Kelly &
Leon's, and the San Fransizoo Muwmnsirels
likewise, roopened last night in
their respeotive halls, the former pro-

duolng "'Barber Biue,” aud the latter “Barber
Brown." Hpeakingof the “Ouly Leon' artisti:
eally, and not humauly, he i:one of the won-
ders of the age. I might write an entire letter
sbout bim if [ chose, and I am surprised be
didn't “iake” in Philadelphia. Itis not astonish-
ing that he calls himself the “'Only.” Few real
prima donuas wear more magnifcent dresses
than be. Upon the negro minstrel stage there
is no approach to them, and his stige jewels
are admitted to be among the finest and mos
expensive in the United States. Of the per.
formamtes of “Barber Blue” and ‘*‘Barber
Biown” I oan say volhing, the dense nature of
the audience disabling me, at the late hoar
I arrived, from getting more than a
glimpse every ten minutes of the stage,
The house at the Broadway Theatre,
in honor of Mrs, Lander, was equully
crowded, and that lady was a warded a reception
as warm ad the weather und much more iuspirit
ing, rtimulaled by the applanse, the like of
which ehe seldom receives bere, or, indeed, in
any other city whore 1 have beard her since Ler
return to the stage, she acted with her uimost
tenderness and utmost vigor, and proved hiersell
what her theatrical sisters and brothers pro-
nonnce her, “immense,” Another dramatic
event is going to ocecur to-might. It Is the
debut at the Btadt Theaire of Mr. Hermano
Hendricks, the distingulahed Cerman actor, in
the ro e of the “Dake Albrecht,” lo the German
historioal and scenic tragedy of ibat name, His
gecond appearance Is to be as “William Tell.”
The music stores are full of his plotares. Tbhe
German population is tull of his praise, and re’
port eays that he is paid $1000 per night, I bopse
Leis,

If Newark will not feel offended at belog
gpoken of as w suburb of New York, 1 might say
that a singular experiment is going to be tried
there this afternoon. A Mr. Frank Vesley there
has iovented a patent salety coffin, He claims
that any one who happens to be buried therein
alive could make his way out of both the coffin
and the grave on the return of his vital powers.
Aocordingly, he proposes 1o &llow himself to be
buried to-morrow in the ususl way, and to
remain in that condition for the space of two
houri, At the expiration of that interval he
proposes to resurrect himself, and te come forth
unsided and unipjured. He has ifovited the
State, county, and city officials 1o be present,
and also the abiquitous reporter, all of whom
have promised to wilness his obsequies with
intereat and pleasure.
